HOME RULE DEBATE. 


SINGLE PARLIAMENT DISAPPRAVED,

The House of Commons tnday entered on the Committee Stage 

ofthe Home Rule Bill 
“Before ‘the discnasions opened, the Chairman ruled out a 
number of amendments, embedymg- alternative schemes, as 
equivalent ta negatives of the Bill, but permitted Mr. Asquith to 
micve anamendment providing for a single Irish Parliament. with 
country optian for Ulster to be limited to a period of six Fears,.On 
the lines of the 1914 Act. Mr. Asquith maintained that doplication 
of Parliaments, Executives and Judiciaries gave every opportunity 
for friction. The Government's plan did not countenance any 
section of Irish opinian and would nit te a stepping-stone to Irish 
unty. ., 

Mr. Ronar Law emphatically asserted that Mr. Aaquith had 
not realised all that-had happened in the last six years. While it 
was true that Irish members had noi voted on the Government's 
Bill it was equally troe that they would be opposed to Mr. Asquith 8 
proposal. Ulster's attitude was an immense advance op 1914. Where- 
as Ulster then insisted on exclusion, it had’ now accepsed local 
government for the «hole of Ireland. : . 

Afr. Bonar Law lay stress on the extent to which’they had 
suffered from uninformed fortign and Dominion comment; which 
asked:—" Why not let Ireland govern herself?™ If the Govern- 
ment’s proposal were adopted it could say to Ireland and the world :— 
“Woe have given you as generous a measure of local government as 

a woe think possible, on conditions which mean that the moment Irish- 
Men can agree amonz themselves .they can have it completely in 
B pie Partiament”—(Cheers). The Goverament’s object was ta make 
Bpity easier. . 
, ir Edward Carson regarded the six years’ proposal as 
retrograde and impracticable. Although he detested the idea of 
breaking upthe Parliament of the United Kingdom. he pledged 
himself in the interests of peace in Ulster, todo his best to work for 
its Parliaments. if enacted. , . 
Mr. Asquith’s amendment waa defeated by 259 votes to 45.

REFUSAL TO GIVE

M. Yamaguchi. the first mate 
of the s.s.
